The Chicago wheat market showed no 
effect whatever, while the New York 
cotton market was “off’ but slightly.

The president of the company told the 
elder Morgan that nothing could be done 
with his son, who seemed to take little 
interest in business. John Pierpont, how- 
éver, all the time was laying his plans 
for his first railroad consolidation, which 
when, accomplished, established his 
standing in Wall street as the only man 
who ever got the better of Jay Gould. 

The president of the insurance com- 
pany had mistaken taciturnity for in- 
dolence. The sobriquet of “Sphynx of 
Wall street’ later applied to the man 
who at first was believed to have been 
without business acumen, but later be- 
came the supreme head of the American 
finances of the continent. 

Morgan’s control over men and money 
was the keynote of his life. Others, 
perhaps, were wealthier, but he com- 
manded his wealth and that of others. 
At the height of his power he is said 
to have controlled $9,000,900,000.

Dr. John H. Simon, Democratic nom- 


inee for Mayor, emphatically denounced 


the perpetrators of two political canards 


which, almost on the eve of the city 


election, were put forth, he says, in an 

effort to injure his candidacy on the 

ground of his religion.

Dr. Simon, as soon as the posting of 
this sticker was brought to his atten- 
tion, repudiated it.

TERRIBLE FORTS 
WERE IMAGINARY 


‘“Indestructible’’ Walls of Aivas 
Tabieh, Not Concrete, but 
Only of Brick. 


a 
PARIS, March 31.—A correspondent of 
the Journal sends an account of the 
storming of. Adrianople, in a despatch 
dated Adrianople, March 2 He ex- 
plains the sudden collapse, after a 48- 
hour assault of the fortress, which had 
resisted the efforts of the besiegers for 
five months. 
When the alliés got within lines the 
‘terrible’ forts, which were supposed 
walls of concrete of inconceiv- 
able thickness, turned out to be more 
or less imaginary. The so-called ‘‘in- 
destructible’ Aivas Tabieh, the key of 
the defense, was really only of brick 
construction. 
During the siege Shurki Pasha had 
more heavy guns than the investing 
armies and by moving them was able 
to crush the fire on all sides from which 
he was attacked. ,The Bulgarians, how- 
conceived the idea of attacking 
all sides at once. 

General Attack Ordered. 

On March 24 Gen. Ivanoff ordered a 
reneral attack from all sides. The only 
point where the fire was slack was op- 
posite Aivas Tabieh. There Ivanoff 
massed 25,000 picked troops. Their first 
operation was to carry with the bayonet 
the Turkish advanced positions on Mas- 
lsu. The Turkish artillery at Aivas Ta- 
hieh opened a terrific fire on Maslau and 
two Bulgarian batteries were wiped out 
The Bulgarians then unmasked 80 
heavy pieces and directed them on Aivas 
l'abieh, which soon became a shapeless 
mass of crumbling masonry. 
Meanwhile the Bulgarian infantry 
crept cautiously forward ready to rush 
the fort, from which the fire practically 
bad ceased at nightfall. 

Enemy Crosses Barb Wlre. 
When the supreme moment arrived, 
Gen. Ivanoff ordered four regiments to 
advance. The Twenty-third got through 
the barbed wire entanglements, by 
throwing their coats across the wires. 
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to Fort A!vVas “Tabieh 

and immediately the uigektpn field 

guns and mortars rushed up and todk 

positions. These ang the guns in the 

fort were turned on the other Turkish 

defenses, which, attacked on the flank, 
made slight resistance. 

In the meantime two Bulgarian regi- 


ments entered the city in triumph, with] 


colors flying and bayoneis fixed. At 
10 o’clock in the morning, Shuekey 
Pasha, who had hoisted the white flag

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The indictment is sought to be ob- 
tained against parents who refrain from 
telling their daughters the full truth 
concerning the dangers of sex as de- 
veloped during the association of young 
women with young men. It is claimed 
that feminine safety depends upon the 
girl knowing just as much as the lad 
knows about such matters. 

A special instance, far out of the er- 
dinary, is quoted in support of this ar- 
gument, and the play whose moral is 
pointed by means of this special in- 
stance is assuredly well named. The 
virtue figuring in its story 18 blind in- 
deed, so blind that one’s common sense 
becomes impatient and resentful of 
such well-nigh inconceivable blindness. 

The girl in the case, endangered be- 
cause of sexual ignorance, is incredibly 
oblivious to the peril créated by her 
complete surrender to the sexual appeal 
of the first yonng man with whom she 
chances to come into close comradeship. 

She seems even to lack that inherited 
feminine instinct for self-preservation 
which has been the possession of her 
sex since the far days when the first 
cave man hunted the first primal woman 
with a club. 

She seems also not to feel in the 
slightest that; innate modesty which is a 
part of womén’s intuitive armor in con- 
fronting man. Eve in the garden be- 
fore tasting of the forbidden fruit was 
not more innocent than she. 

In other words, Effie Pemberton, 
daughter.of an English vicar holding a 
country living, is an impossible creation 
in the twentieth .century. Nevertheless, 
the entire structure of ‘‘The Blindness of 
Virtue’ rests upon one’s belief in her 
reality. 

The keynete utterance of the play is 
sounded when Mary Ann Lemmins, a 
village girl, returns from London a 
Magdalen and tells the good vicar that 
her shame is due, not to the man in the 
case, but to her own ignorance, which 
led her innocently to tempt him into 
taking advantage of such ignorance. 

From that moment, with young Archie 
Graham, branded as a profligate, in- 
stalled in the vicar’s home for reforma- 
tion, one knows that Effie Pemberton 
is to come very near sharing Mary Ann 
Lemmins’ fate, if, indeed, that fate does 
not completely overtake her. 

‘And so Effie does invite disaster, with 
an egregious nullification of feminine 
instinct which culminates finally in her 
passing the night in young Archie Gra- 
ham’s bedroom, awaiting his return from 
London, and being discovered there in 
his arms by her father in the early 
morning. 

Here, of course, is the ‘‘big scene’’ of 
the play. The vicar believes the worst. 
He blames his wife, because, after hear- 
ing the sad story of Mary Ann Lem- 
mins, she had promised, to enlighten 
Effie, but had shirked the task’s per- 
formance in the end. 


deed, until, all of a sudden, Effie’s 
amazing innocence itself leads her to a 
certain outburst of emotion which makes 
plain the truth that no mortal sin has 
been committed. 
Then, .swiftly, the play reaches its 
happy ending in the reuniting of Effie 
Mand Archie as the good vicar joyously 
cries “All’s right with the world—I won- 
der what’s for breakfast?’’ 
At that same moment, also, one re- 
fuses to subscribe to the plausibility of 
the play’s story, the ‘frame-up’’ be- 
ing not at all convincing.

She seems also not to feel in the 
slightest that innate modesty which is a 
part of woman’s intuitive armor in con- 
fronting man. Eve in the garden be- 
fore tasting of the forbidden fruit was 
not more innocent than she. 

In other .words, Effie Pemberton, 
daughter. of an English vicar holding a 
country living, is an impossible creation 
in the twentieth century. Nevertheless, 
the entire structure of ‘“‘The Blindness of 
Virtue’ rests upon one’s belief in her 
reality. 

The keynete utterance of the play is 
sounded when Mary Ann Lemmins, a 
village girl, returns from London a 
Magdalen and tells the good vicar that 
her shame is due, not to the man in the 
case, but to her own ignorance, which 
led her innocently to tempt him into 
taking advantage of such ignorance. 
From that moment, with young Archie 
Graham, branded as a profligate, in- 
stalled in the vicar’s home for reforma- 
tion, one knows that Effie Pemberton 
is to come very near sharing Mary Ann 
Lemmins’ fate, if, indeed, that fate does 
not completely overtake her. 

‘And so Effie does invite disaster, with 
an egregious nullification of feminine 
instinct which eulminates finally in her 
passing the night in young Archie Gra- 
ham’'s bedroom, awaiting his return from 
London, and being discovered there in 
his arms by her father in the early 
morning. 

Here, of course, {is the ‘‘big scene’’ of 
the play.

“We are in fairly good shape as far 
as clothing is concerned, but could use 
more blankets, shoes and stoves,’ said 
John WW. Patterson. ‘‘Whatever food 
should be sent should be imperishable. 
No particular sickness has been report- 
ed beyond the normal sick rate. There 
are enough doctors to take care of med- 
ical work. We are also fairly well 
equipped with nurses. 

“The city has suffered .a greater 
financial loss by the flood than it would 
from fire, as there was practically no 
insurance against flood. 

“The train service is improving, al- 
though it will be some time before 
there will be any regular schedules. 
“Dayton does not want sightseers. 
Anyone who comes as a Sightseer may 
have to assist in cleaning the mraee 
and alding in sanitary relief work.’ 
Ernest P. Bicknell, national director 
of the American Red Cross, has arrived 
to confer with the local relief commit- 
tee. Bicknell said a total of $800,000 was 
available for flood sufferers generally; 
$350,000 of this amount being in the 
hands of the Red Cross. 

Among the largest contribitors to the 
city’s needs have been the hundreds of 
farmers near Dayton, who have been 
coming to the outskirts of the city every 
day since the flood broke with wagon 
loads of milk, eggs, potatoes and other 
vegetables. It was due to this that the 
mortality among the infants, dependent 
entirely upon milk for sustenance, has 
not been large.

But apart from any question of legality 
the tripartite agreement is the most immoral, 
antisocial and reprehensible transaction ever at- 
tempted in St. Louis by men who have the repu- 
tation of being respectable.”

The present system of promotion of teachers 
was adopted 40 years ago when our pupils were 
numbered by the hundreds, and still obtains when 
our pupils are numbered by the thousands. There 
is one first assistant to every six teachers. To 
be fair there ought to be at least one first as- 
sistant to every three teachers. Many of our 
first assistants are doing the work of head as- 
sistants—namely preparing pupils for the High 
School, and surely they ought to be head assist- 
ants if they do the same work as head assistants. 

The same injustice runs all through the system 
of this city from grade schools up and through the 
high schools, There is no basis whatever for 
promotions. Each promotion is a law unto itself. 
The teachers, both in our grade and high schools, 
are told that certain ranks are filled, when to 
their surprise an outsider will be brought in to 
take the very rank that our teachers are told is 
already filled. Will your paper get a definite 
basis of promotions from Mr. Blewett? Merit and 
efficiency are not the basis of promotion as our 
teachers will testify. Many teachers have been 
marked for years but the mark {is the only recog- 
nition they receive. The teachers who are in the 
battle and do the work so widely boasted of. know 
the gross injustices that are going on in our sys- 
tem. They now want the Board of Education to 
know, for the matter of promotion is left to the 
Superintendent, his assistants, who rarely visit 
the schools. The Superintendent leaves it to the 
principal and in this way the “one man” power 
prevails. The principal has the power of a czar 
and the teachers know that their fate is in his 
hands. No matter how big a man he may be, he 
is human and has his likes and dislikes. So the 
teacher whose personality is pleasing to him is 
the one who is promoted, whether she possesses 
efficiency or not.

PLANS TO TREAT INDIGENT 
TUBERCULOSIS PATIENTS 








Society Organizes Gity Into 146 
Districts to Offer Treatment | 
to Needy. 


The new district plan of the St. Louis 
Society for the Prevention and Cure of 
Tuberculosis with headquarters in the 
Board of Education Building, which has 
for its object the care of every con- 
sumptive within the city limits who is 
unable to pay for treatment, will be in- 
augurated Tuesday. Under the super- 
vision of Dr. P. M. Carington, medical 
director, 116 physicians will be placed 


in charge of 116 districts, into which 
the city has been divided. 
The physicians will treat in their 


homes every tubercular person who is 
unable to pay. There are now 519 pa- 
tients receiving treatment by the 35 
doctors and 5 nurses furnished by the 
society. 

The medical staff will be reorganized 
into two sections. One will be the ad- 
visory staff, composed of members of 
clinics and tuberculosis hospitals. The 
other will be composed of the district 
physicians.
